An important port of the home 
garden yield is in immature vege­ 
tables, which a market grower could 
not use, but which are the most de­ 
licious the home gardener serves. 
In the case of root crops, these 
immature vegetables will be the 
thinnings and with beet* and car­ 
rots especially, if the seed has been 
sown thinly to begin with. thinning 
can be delayed until the plants are 
large enough to begin using. 
When beet roots begin to thicken, 
and carrots are as large as a fin er, 
pull up and serve the excess p.ants, 
cooking the beets with their nutri­ 
tious tops In soil which grow s good 
carrots, the plants may be left to 
mature 
spaced

touch. Beets need more room as 
they grow larger, but thinning can 
be gradual. 
Crops of which the fruit, seed, or 
seed pods are eaten, should be

that Information about drying snap 
beans brought to light the fact that 


in colonial days and even as late 
as the close of the last century 
housewives dried their green beans 
and thereby enjoyed one of the 
most delicious garden treats over 
winter. In truth, green beans are 
extremely ea^y to dry and eco­ 
nomical to store. 
For several years the editor has 
been urging a revival of this prac­ 
tice, with no minor emphasis on 
the fact that during his boyhood 
days in the rural middle west dried 
green beans were one of the out­ 
standing winter foods that have left 
a memory of gastronomic delight 
which modern canning techniques 
have not. quite equalled Therefore, 
dried green beans should find a 
warm welcome back into the realms 
of n o u n lung and tasty winter fare 
In early days the process was of 


necessity simple. Beans at the green 
edible stage were harvested and 
their strings removed, along with 
the stem and tip ends. Fortunately 
today most green beans are string- I 
less. But in case there are any I 
strings, they should be removed. 
Two methods may be followed. ' 
Tile early colonial practice was to 
string the whole bean on a fairly 
stout but small thread or cord with 
a slendei needle. When the ''strung'' 
b~ans attained a length of two or 
three feet, a knot was tied in the ’ 
loose end and the beans suspended 
over a nail in the wall, ceiling, 
rafter or joist. There both natural 
and artificial heat completed tile 
drying in a few days. 
By modern methods beans are 
broken into I to 1 4 -inch lengths 
and dried in trays in improved 
electric or stove driers. The “bird­ 
cage” type of drier may be eco­ 
nomically built at home and used 
above the heat of a cooking stove. 
Specifications for building this and 
other simple types of driers may be 
obtained without charge on request 
to state agricultural experiment sta­ 
tions 
If green beans are steamed above 
boiling water in a pressure canner 
for 15 minutes and then dried in ss, 
temperature not to exceed 155 de­ 
grees F , nutrients will be better 
conserved and the bean texture im­ 
proved. 
Like most other dried vegetables. 
dried green beans should be stored 
in airtight containers to prevent 
vitamin losses. 
Housewives without modern dry­ 
ing facilities may still follow the 
old 
methods 
already 
described, 
either drying the beans in .sunshine 
or in well ventilated attics or other 
rooms. 
If 
dried 
outdoors, beans 
should be protected from insects by 
covering them with screen or net­ 
ting Of course, the editor invites

WISE WATERING 
GIVES GROWTH 


Gardens 
cannot, 
grow 
without 
water. When dry weather is accom­ 
panied by high temperatures care­ 
ful watering practice may save you 
lots of trouble, and loss. 
First the quantity of water is im- 
jxirtant. Gardens need at least one 
inch of water each week; ana ii this 
docs not fall in rain, it must lie ap­ 
plied from a hose Do not apply it 
in daily shallow doses, but soak th i 
ground six inches deep at each A J 
plication. 
Next comes the time to water 
Tile best time is early morning, next 
during the day when the sun is 
.shining and the least favorable time 
is in the evening. If necessary to 
water during the evening, do not 
wet the leaves of the plants, since 
they will remain damp all night 
and this will encourage moulds and 
fungi 
Where there is a humid 
climate, and homes have too much 
shade, both encourge plant disease . 
by keeping leaves damp Sun lune is 
the be^t preventive, dry leaves the 
next, and the last resort is a fungi­ 
cide. 
H ater In Morning 
Lawns should be watered in the 
morning, or while the sun is shin­ 
ing. and never sprinkled with a 
hand nozzle, because the holder tires 
before the lawn gets enough There 
are 
many 
inexpensive 
sprinklers 
which operate with little attention 
and spread water evenly. Let them 
stay long enough in one place to wet 
the soil several inches deep 
For vegetable gardens it is espe. 
dally important not to wet the 
leaves of lettuce, chard, and other 
leaf corps It is better to keep water 
off 
all 
vegetable 
leaves, 
except 
when the sun will dry them quickly. 
Borne method of flowing water di­ 
rectly on the w>il without washing 
out miniature gullies is required 
One of the best is a canvas hose 
which leaks, and serves the purpose 
of an irrigation ditch 
If possible 
get one the exact length of your 
garden row. so it can be lifted to an ­ 
other spot when one area has been 
thoroughly soaked. 
Special Noiiles 
For bushy flowers there are spe­ 
cial tubes and nozzles which will 
spread the water near the r<tots 
without wetting the leaves. Many 
prefer to use a piece of wood on 
which water is allowed to flow di­ 
rectly from Ute hose, without a 
nozzle This is an effective spreader. 
While leaves should not be allowed 
to remain damp long, most plants 
enjoy a morning shower bath, on a 
day when they will dry quickly. 
Evergreens need frequent wa shirt \ 
and thus discouraged Insects. M}| * 
spider, in particular 
D ont forget the evergreens and 
sh ru ^ in your watering schedule. 
Newly planted specimens need reg­ 
ular watering during their first year. 
when their root systems are limited 
and must get food and water for the
